The contract for the deepening of 
Rock river from a point west of the 
dam on O ttaw a avenue, west to the 
foot of College avenue, was aw arded 
Yesterday at the offices of the Illi­ 
nois N orthern Utilities Com pany to 
Die firm of L. A. Wilson Sc Com­ 
pany of O ttaw a. Ill 
It is 
expected 
tha t the work will b e started w ithin 
he next three 
weeks, 
as 
soon 
as 
equipm ent is on hand. 
The contract calls for the rem oval 
of 60,000 yards of sand 
and 
gravel 
from the b ed of the river, providing 
a channel along the south shore. 350 
feet in w idth w ith a m inim um depth 
of four feet. 
T he cost of the im ­ 
provem ent is estim ated a t approxi­ 
m ately 
$35,000. 
T he 
im provem ent 
will provide a deeper channel from 
b elow the hydro 
plant 
on 
O ttaw a 
avenue to the steam station on Col­ 
lege avenue, b y which it is expected 
to Increase the efficiency 
of 
b oth 
.stations. 
To Fill Deep Holes. 
T he contractors will use a 12-inch 
ruction dredge to remove 
the 
sand 
and gravel from the b od of the river. 
A great deal of the m aterial will b e 
utilized in the filling 
of 
two 
deep 
holes. 
One of these is east of th<* 
G alena avenue b ridge near the n or'h 
hore and the second is east of the 
Illinois C entral 
b ridge 
along 
the 
north shore, 
where 
m aterial 
was 
pumped from the b ed of the river 
fcr the filling in of the high school 
property. Four of the sm aller Islands 
b etween the railroad b ridge and 
the 
G alena avenue b ridge are also to b e 
lem oved b y the dredging. 
Much of the m aterial to b e used in 
the deepening of the channel will b< 
floated down Rock River from Rock­ 
ford. T he b ig 12-inch suction pump 
will b e operated b y a 300 horse power 
electric m otor and it is quite possib le 
that the dredging 
operations 
will 
continue night and day. 
T he pro­ 
visions of the contract call for the 
com pletion of the work in 120 days. 
To Assemble Equipment 
T he work will sta rt east of

G alena avenue b ridge and continue 
westward 
until
